Damage Suit to Grow Out of A r­ 
rest of Boy at DeLeon 
Some weeks ago th** city council 
passed a curfew law which 
pro­ 
hibits boys and girls under the age 
of 18 years from loitering on tin* 
streets after 8 o ’clock at night and 
on last Thursday night Constable 
L. ( \ Bills arrested I. T. Bolen in 
W eaver's «Irug store and locked 
th«* lad up for the night for violat­ 
ing this law. During the day Fri­ 
day the Bolen boy was released on 
bond in the sum of $100 and bis 
cast* was s«*t for Monday. 
Monday th«» ease was called be­ 
fore Squire Nowlin and after evi­ 
dence was taken the jury return 
«»«I a verdict of guilty and 
fix«»«l 
the lad's line at 
the 
minimum, 
which is «$1.00 and costs. 
The m atter of determining res­ 
ponsibility is perhaps 
the 
only 
thing which stands in the way of 
a suit being filed against the city 
of DeLeon and officer Lee Bills for 
damages in the I. T. Bolen case, 
known as the 
“ C urfew "

ment of his debts. But if the ten­ 
ant cultivating 40 acres of black 
land owes th** landlord 
$50 
for 
rents or advances an«l ha* a scrub 
cow to furnish substance for his 
children, the statute says that tlo* 
exemption law* shall not

him. hut his milk cow, if purchas­ 
ed from the landlord, <*an he ta­
